WASH1NGTON, D. C., JW 7.-11 ap-

It ls known
that Mr. Bryan, 'at one tlrho, had de-
cldetl t6 poatpone hla return to hls na-
tlve land,'becauseof.the wrangllng
among the factlohs Of the party In Now
York aa to whloh ahould have the
pronilnent placea ln the welcoming exer-
claea.'
Th* Inalstenoe of the Hearst factlon

that they be allowed the mOBt consplcu-
oua placea on the programme cauaed
propounced dlacord, and lt looked as

though the entlrp programme, whlch con-

templated the partlclpatlon of the Democ¬
racy of varloua Statea, would have to
be abandonod.
It la aald that Mr. Bryan had about
